| T SROuGHOUT 1927 prices continued on 
the lower levels to which they had fallen 
during the second half of 1926. There was an 
upward movement in grain early in the year, 
in cattle and cattle products, and also in cot- 
ton toward the end. In other commodities 
the movement was comparatively slight but 
lead, silver and zinc were down somewhat. 


The Movement of Retail Prices in Canada 
during 1927 


The accompanying tables show the cost of 
a weekly family budget of food, fuel and rent 
in terms of the average prices for the Domin- 
ion and by groups for each province. 

The cost per week of a family budget of 
twenty-nine staple foods calculated from the 


average retail prices in some sixty cities was. 


somewhat lower in 1927 than in 1926, though 
slightly higher than during any other year 
since 1922. The lower level, as compared with 
1926, was due mainly to the much lower prices 
prevailing throughout the year for potatoes, 
though pork, bacon, lard and prunes were 
also lower. Cheese was also lower in the aver- 
age but the price during the last three months 
of the year was higher than in 1926. Prices 
of beef, veal, eggs, rolled oats and sugar were 
higher throughout the year than in 1926. But- 
ter and bread averaged higher than in 1926 
but the former was substantially lower at the 
beginning of the year, the relatively high level 
not being reached until May. Bread prices 
were higher from the middle of 1927 to the 
end of the year. Including the cost of fuel 
and rent with that of foods the total budget 
showed about the same movement as that in 
foods, being somewhat under the levels of 
corresponding periods in 1926. Fuel was 
slightly lower at the end of the year than at 
the beginning, due mainly to lower prices for 
anthracite coal. The changes in rent were 
slight. 

Prices of beef were considerably higher 
throughout 1927 than for several years pre- 
viously, due largely to the demand which de- 
veloped in the United States for Canadian cat- 
tle. The usual seasonal changes occurred in- 
volving a rise from the beginning of the year 
to midsummer, followed by a decline to the 
end of the year. Sirloin steak rose from 28.7 
cents per pound in January to 33.2 cents in 
June and then declined to 30.4 cents in 
November. This compares with 28.2 cents in 
January, 1926, 31 cents in July and 28.4 cents 
in December; 27.1 cents in January, 1925, 
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30.2 cents in July and 27.4 cents in Decem- 
ber. Prices of other cuts showed a similar 
movement, rib roast advancing from 21.4 cents 
per pound in January, 1927, to 25 cents in 
July and then down to 23.3 cents in Decem- 
ber, aS compared with 21.1 cents in January, 
1926, 23.4 cents in July and 21.3 cents in 
December. Shoulder roast was 15.9 cents per 
pound in January, 1927, 18.7 cents in July and 
17.1 cents in November, as compared with 
15.3 cents in January, 1926, 17.2 cents in July 
and 15.6 cents in December. Veal prices were 
somewhat higher during 1927 than in 1926, the 
range being from 18.5 cents per pound in 
January, 1926, to 19.9 cents in January, 1927 
and 21 cents in December. The price of mut- 
ton showed little change, averaging 29.1 cents 
per pound in 1927, 29.8 cents in 1926 and 28.9 
cents in 1925. Pork and bacon prices were 
substantially lower in 1927 than in 1926, due 
to lessened demand from Great Britain where 
the market was taken by Denmark and other 
European countries. In fresh pork the prices 
fell from a peak of 32.3 cents per pound in 
1926 to 26.3 cents in December, 1927. Through- 
out most of 1927 the price ranged between 
28 and 29 cents per pound, which is consider- 
ably higher than in 1923 and 1924, when the 
range was 23 to 27 cents per pound. Bacon 
and ham showed a movement similar to that 
in fresh pork; the former rising, with minor 
fluctuations, from the low level of 31.4 cents 
per pound in 1924 to the peak of 45.4 cents 
in August, 1926, and then declining to 37.6 
cents by the end of 1927; and the latter rising 
from 54.3 cents per pound in 1924 to 67.8 
cents in 1926 and then falling to 59.2 cents in 
1927. The prices of lard showed about the 
same price trend as pork, rising from 20.6 
cents per pound in July, 1924, to 25.3 cents 
in 1926 and then declining to 21.5 cents*in 
July, 1927. Some recovery took place by the 
end of the year, the price advancing to 22.2 
cents per pound. Fish prices showed little 
change during the year and remained at about 
the same level as in 1926. Cod steak ranged 
between 18.5-20 cents per pound; halibut 30- 
31 cents; whitefish 21-22 cents per pound ang 
finnan haddie 20-21 cents. 

Eggs showed about the same seasonal move- 
ment as in other years and the level of prices 
was little different. In 1927 the price of fresh 
fell from 66.5 cents per dozen in January to 
35.1 cents in May, remained fairly stable in 
June and July and then advanced sharply to 
64.1 cents per dozen in December. This com-

cents in May and 64.9 cents in December. 
Cooking eggs were 52.7 cents in January, 
1927, 31.7 cents in May and 52 cents in De- 
cember, as compared with 50.1 cents in Janu- 
ary, 1926, 31 cents in May and 50.8 cents in 
December. The price of milk averaged lower 
in the summer, falling from 12.2 cents per 
quart in January to 11.6 cents in midsummer, 
and then advancing to 12.3 cents in Decem- 
ber. Butter prices remained at a relatively 
high level during 1927 and at the end of the 
year were higher than at the end of 1926. 
During 1925 the price of creamery butter had 
risen from a low of 40.6 cents per pound in 


June to 50.6 cents in December. 
was maintained for the first four months of 
1926 when the usual seasonal decline set in 
and the price fell to 40.9 cents in September. 
The autumn advance was unusually small and 
by December the price averaged 43.2 cents. 
A substantial increase occurred in January, 
1927, the price rising to 47.9 cents. The peak 
for the year was reached in May at 49.6 cents 
per pound. From this level the price fell to 
41.9 cents in July and then began to advance, 
reaching 46.7 cents by the end of the year. 
The movement in the price of dairy butter was 
similar to that in creamery, the seasonal ranges 
being from 35.7 cents per pound in July, 1925,

to 46.1 cents in December, 37.2 cents in July, 
1926, 39.5 cents in December of the same year 
and a peak of 44.1 cents in April, 1927, followed 
by a low of 37 cents in July and a recovery 
to 42.9 cents in December. In cheese the 
price moved within a narrower range than in 
1925 or 1926, being 30.5 to 31 cents per pound, 
during the first eight months, followed by a 
slight advance to the December level of 32 
cents per pound. This compares with 33.4 
cents in January, 1926 and 30.4 cents in De- 
cember; 29 cents in January, 1925, and 33.5 
cents in December. 

Flour prices remained relatively steady 
during 1926 and 1927, fluctuating between the 
narrow limits of 5.2 cents per pound and 5.4 
cents. This is at a somewhat lower level than 
prevailed during 1925 when following the short 


crop of 1924 the price rose to 6.2 cents per 
pound in March, 1925. Bread prices showed a 
trend similar to that in wheat, being steady 
at 7.6 to 7.8 cents per pound during 1926 and 
1927, following a decline from the higher levels 
prevailing during the first eight months of 
1925, when the price was nearly 8.0 cents per 
pound. Soda biscuits also showed little move- 
ment during the year, the price averaging 
about 18.5 cents per pound. Rolled oats were 
slightly higher in 1927 than in 1926, the price 
ranging between 6 and 6.5 cents per pound. 
Rice has showed little change in price during 
the last four years, ranging from 10.5 cents to 
11 cents per pound. Tapioca has showed a 
slight downward trend since May, 1925, when 
the price was 15.2 cents per pound to 12.6 
cents at the end of 1927.

Canned vegetables were on a lower level 
during 1926 and 1927 than in 1925 or 1924, 
tomatoes being 16.1 cents per tin in July, 1927, 
16.2 cents in July, 1926, and 20.0 cents in 
July, 1925 and 1924; and peas 16.7 icentsin July, 
1927, 17.3 cents in July, 1926, 18.9 cents in 
July, 1925, and 18.4 cents in July, 1924. Beans 
were steady at slightly over 8 cents per pound 
during 1927. Onions showed about the usual 
wide seasonal range of a rise from 4.9 cents 
per pound in January to 9.2 cents in June, 
followed by a decline to 4.7 cents at the end 
of the year. Prices were about the same as at 
corresponding periods in 1925 and 1926. Potato 
prices were on the whole considerably lower 
than those prevailing in 1926, when the level 
was ‘very high following the poor crops of 
1925. The price declined from an average of 
$2.04 per 90 pounds in January to $1.64 in 
May, then advanced to $2.40 in August, but 
with the marketing of the new crop declined 
to $1.64 in December. This compares with 
$2.64 in January, 1926; $3.57 in May; $2.74 
in August; and $2.04 in December. Prices at 


the present time are much lower in the prairie 
provinces and are highest in Ontario. Prunes 
were lower in 1927 than at any time since the 
peak of 1920. The price was 13.9 cents per 
pound in December; 15.6 cents in December, 
1926; 15.7 cents in December, 1925; 15.4 cents 
in December, 1924; and 16.9 cents in Decem- 
ber, 1923. Raisins were down from 18.5 cents 


at the beginning of the year to 17.9 cents at 


the end. The downward trend in the price of 
raspberry jam continued, being 78.4 cents per 
four-pound tin in December, 1927, as compared 
with 81.7 cents in December, 1926; 88.5 cents 
in December, 1925; and 91.8 cents in Decem- 
ber, 1924. ‘Canned peaches declined from 29.2 
cents in December, 1926, to 27.8 cents in De- 
cember, 1927. Marmalade showed a movement 
similar to that in jam, the price declining con- 
tinuously, with minor interruptions, from 81.3 
cents per four-pound tin in December, 1924, 
to 77.3 cents in December, 1925, 67 cents in 
December, 1926, and 65.6 cents in December, 
1927. Granulated sugar prices were higher in 
1927 than in 1926 but were lower than any

other year since the peak of 1920. In 1926 
the price averaged about 7.9 cents per pound, 
but in 1927 was 8.4 cents for the first part of 
the year and then declined slightly to 8.2 
cents for the last half. This compares with a 
range of 7.9 to 9.5 cents in 1925 and 9.6 to 
12.1 cents per pound in 1924. Coffee prices 
were steady at 60 to 61 cents per pound and 
have showed little change since the advance of 
1924 and early 1925. Tea showed little change, 
the price ranging between 71.5 cents and 72 
cents per pound. 

In fuel the price of anthracite coal averaged 
$16.37 per ton in December, $16.19 in August, 
the low point, and $16.85 in January. This 
compares with $16.83 in December, 1926, which 
was the low point of the year, and $18.92 in 


February, the high point. Prices began to: 
rise in the autumn of 1925, following the com- 
mencement of the strike in the anthracite 
fields in the United States. The advance con- 
tinued till the conclusion of the strike in 
February, 1926. From that date prices fell 
until the autumn. Bituminous coal showed 
little change, being slightly lower, however, at 
the end of the year than at the beginning. The 
average was $10.17 per ton in December and 
$10.33 in January, as compared with $10.38 in 
‘December, 1926, and $10.53 in January. Wood 
prices showed little change during the year, 
hard averaging about $14.50 per cord and soft 
somewhat under $11. 

Changes in rent during the year were slight.

Index Numbers of Changes in the Cost of 
Living in Canada 


The accompanying table brings down to the 
end of 1927 the index numbers of changes in 
the cost of living in Canada by groups since 
1914, published in the Supplement to the 
Lazour Gazette for January, 1927, page 9, and 
continued in the Lasour Gazerre from month 
to month during 1927. These figures constitute 
a revision of those published by the Depart- 
ment from March, 1921, to 1926, more com- 


plete data being available for fuel and light 
(including gas and electricity), clothing and 
sundries. In rent the results of extensive sur- 
veys in varios cities were used in amplifying 
the data published from month to month in 
the Lasour GazeTrTe since 1910. The figures 
for the food group have been calculated from 
the figures published in the Lasour GazerTE 
for food in the weekly family budget of foods, 
fuel and rent, and the figures for the other 
groups have been weighted according to work- 
ingmen’s average family consumption.

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Wholesale Prices in Canada 


The following is a summary of a preliminary 
review of the wholesale prices movement in 
Canada during 1927 issued by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics and the accompanying 
tables of the index numbers of wholesale prices 
indicate the movement by groups. 

Wholesale prices averaged lower during the 
year, being about 151, as compared with 156.2 
for 1926; 163.3 for 1925; 155.2 for 1924; 153.0 
for 1923; and 243.5 for 1920. The movement 
during the first four months of the year was 
downward, the index falling from 150.6 in

January to 148.5 in April. This tendency, 
however, was halted by the higher prices for 
grains which caused the index to advance to 
153.5 in June, after which month the level 
fluctuated about 152, closing the year at 151.9 
for December, slightly higher than in January. 
In the classification according to chief com- 
ponent materials all groups averaged lower 
than in 1926. Vegetables and their Products 
declined from 172.2 in 1926 to 166.1 for eleven 
months of 1927; Animals and their Products 
declined from 141.1 to 140.1; Fibres, Textiles 
and Textile Products from 171.8 to 158.5;

higher prices for cotton, while wool prices 
also advanced. The Wood, Wood Products 
and Paper group was only slightly changed, 
lumber prices advancing, while pulp prices de- 
clined. The Iron and its Products: group con- 
tinued downward throughout the year, being 
145.5 in January and 141.4 in November. Non- 
Ferrous Metals declined during the greater 
part of the year, but turned upward in price 
in some cases toward the end. Copper and 
silver prices were considerably higher during 


the later months of the year. Lead, tin and 
zine prices were lower. Non-Metallic Minerals 
and their Products declined from 174.4 in 
January to 168.0 in November. In this group 
brick advanced, while glass, gasoline and coal 
oil declined. The Chemicals and Allied Pro- 
ducts group fell from 155.7 in January to 
151.7 in November, due mainly to the lower 
prices for white lead, sulphuric acid, caustic 
soda and glycerine.

PRICES IN GREAT BRITAIN AND OTHER 
COUNTRIES 


The steady downward trend of prices in 
Great Britain and other countries of the world 
which began in 1926 continued during 1927. 
The movement was not accompanied by any 
marked fluctuations, but tended towards 
stabilization. The currencies of practically all 
countries have now become relatively stabilized 
and with very few exceptions of importance 
are on the gold standard. 


“Some Reasons for Declining Prices,” an 
article in Bradstreet’s, New York, December 
31, includes the following paragraphs:— 


A major price decline accompanying a period 
of remarkable fundamental prosperity has been 
the world’s experience of the past two years, 
says the National Bank of Commerce in New 
York. So closely associated have been pros- 
perity and rising prices for a quarter of a 
century that this new trend is a paradox to 
the present generation. Explanations are com- 
monly sought in the field of gold and credit.

which the general price equation is evolved 
stands one elemental but overlooked fact. So 
far as commodity markets are concerned the 
role of credit has been one of financing, with- 
out difficulty, a physical output which was de- 
cidedly on the up-grade. 

When the reversal of business fortunes took 
place in 1920, prices and production were 
affected almost simultaneously. From the end 
of 1925 on, the divergence of the path of prices 
from the trend of industrial production in the 
er tis States has been an outstanding economic 
act. <i ue 
There is another manner in which prices have 
been tending downward that is often ignored or 
overlooked. This is the constant technical im- 
provement of many products which, apart from 
price changes, makes a 1927 unit a better value 
than a 1925 or a 1913 unit. - An outstanding 
example is the automobile. 

It is not intended here to minimize the role 
which supplies and movements of gold and con- 
ditions of credit play in affecting the flow of 
prices. But no adequate summary of events 
can pass over the vital part played by enhanced 
production of real wealth which has been one 
of the most striking phases of the current situa- 
tion. The movement to greater production, 
manifest in so many directions, not only serves 
to explain in large measure the paradoxical 
combination of fundamental prosperity and re- 
ceding prices, but has been a factor of far 
too much importance to the business situation 
generally to be casually overlooked. 


Great Britain 


WHOLESALE Prices—The Board of Trade 
index number of wholesale prices in Great 
Britain, on the base 1913—100, was 141.1 for 
November as compared with 152.4 for the 
same month in 1926. The first five of these 


twelve months show a steady decline with the 
lowest point at 139.8 in April, since when the 
variation has been very slight. The “total 
food” index fell during these twelve months 
from 156.7 to 152.0; the lowest point 147.0 
was reached in March. Non-foods fell from 
150.0 to 135.4 in the same period, the lowest 
point 184.2 being in June. Iron and steel de- 
clined steadily from 134.5 in November, 1926, 
to 114.3 in November, 1927, and other metals 
and minerals (including coal) from 185.1 to 
114.4. The textile groups gained, cotton from 
140.6 to 166.5 and other textiles from 152.9 
to 161.3. 

Cost or Livina—The cost of living index 
number of the Ministry of Labour during the 
year 1927 declined from 175 in January to 
169 in December; food declined from 167 to 
163 and fuel and light from 215 to 170, while 
rent, clothing and sundries showed no change. 


France 


WHOLESALE Prices—-The index number of 
the General Statistical Office fell from 767 in 
October, 1926, to 600 in October, 1927, which 
is the lowest point for the twelve-month 
period. Declines are noted in all groups, but 
especially in foodstuffs, in which vegetable 
products declined from 790 to 541 in this 
period. 

Cost or Livine—The cost of living at Paris, 
on the base 1914—100, fell from 539 for the 
third quarter of 1926 to 507 for the third

Germany 


WHOLESALE Prices—The Federal Statistical 
Office have revised their index number, making 
it more elaborate and including manufac- 
tured goods. The basis, average of 1913—100, 
remains the same as the previous index num- 
ber. The new series is given in the attached 
table and shows that prices rose from 137.1 
in November, 1926, to 140.1 in November, 
1927.. The index number declined, reaching a 
low point of 134.8 in April, since which time 
it has recovered to 140.1 in November. Agri- 
cultural products declined from 142.8 to 137.3 
and provisions rose from 129.3 to 131.8. Raw 
materials and semi-manufactured goods and 
manufactured goods showed steady increases. 

Cost or Livinc.—The index number, on the 
base 1913-14=100, increased from 143.6 in 
November, 1926, to 150.6 in November, 1927, 
showing slight fluctuations and reaching the 
highest point for the period in November. 
All groups showed increases, the most marked 
being rent which rose 20 per cent. 


At the end of December, 1927, it was an- 
nounced that the Italian Government had re- 
verted to the gold basis, with a revaluation at 
the rate of 366 paper lire for 100 gold lire, and 
it is expected that this will result in greater 
stabilization of prices. 

WHOLESALE Prices—The index number of 
the Chamber of Commerce, Milan, on the base 
1913=100, declined from 654.61 in October, 
1926, to 484.44 in October, 1927. Foods de- 
clined steadily from 671.20 to 520.25 and in- 
dustrial materials from 647.76 to 470.12, with 
decreases in all groups. 

Cost or Livine—The cost of living index 
number for Milan declined from 153.37 in 
October, 1926, to 123.46 for the same month 


in 1927. The decline was steady and involved 
all groups. 
Australia 
The Melbourne wholesale price index 


number, on the base prices in 1911=1,000, was 
1,936 for September, 1927, as compared with 
1,805 for the same month in 1926. A low 
point was reached in March at 1,710 after 
which there was an advance reaching the 
highest point for the period in September. All 
groups showed advances, with the exceptions 
of agricultural produce and building materials 
which declined. Meat showed the greatest ad- 
vance, that of 57 per cent.

WHOLESALE Prices—The index number, on 
the base, average annual aggregate expen- 
diture, four chief centres, 1909-13=1,000, de- 
clined from 1,610 to 1,542 in the period Octo- 
ber, 1926, to October, 1927. All groups showed 
declines with the exception of animal products 
which advanced. 

Cost oF Livine—The index number for 
August showed a slight decrease from the pre- 
vious year. All groups declined with the ex- 
ception of rent which showed a small increase. 


India 


WHOLESALE Prices—The index number of 
wholesale prices in Bombay, according to the 
Labour Office, Government of Bombay, showed 
only slight variations during the year October, 
1926, to October, 1927. In October, 1926, the 
general average, on the base July, 1914—100, 
was 147, reaching the low point for the period 
at 145 in April, 1927, and a high point of 148 
in February, March, May, August and Septem- 
ber, declining again to 146 in October. 


Cost or Livine—The index number of the 
cost of living, Bombay, declined from 154 in 
November, 1926, to 150 for November, 1927, 
with a high point of 157 in August. Foods 
declined from 152 to 147 in this period, fuel 
and lighting from 164 to 156 while clothing and 
house rent showed little change.

WHOLESALE Prices—The Bureau of Labour 
Statistics index number of wholesale prices, 
on the base 1926=100, declined from 99.4 in 
October, 1926, to 97.0 in October, 1927. Of 
the 10 groups, farm products, hides and leather 
products and textile products showed advances 
while foods, fuel and lighting, metals and metal 
products, building materials, chemicals and 
drugs, house-furnishing goods and the miscel- 
laneous groups declined. 


Cost or Livina.—The index number of the 
Bureau of Labour Statistics on the base 1913 
=100, declined from 174.8 in June, 1926, to 
173.4 in June, 1927.
